Scalia,  often  described  by 
observers  as  one  of  the  court's  most 
conservative  members,  said  he 
believes  he  has  been  "fairly  centrist" 
during  his  18  years  on  die  high  court 
but  has  been  distressed  by  some  of 
his  fellow  justices'  decisions  in  reli¬ 
gion  cases  that  come  before  diem. 

Scalia,  a  devout  Roman  Catholic, 
recalled  hifr  student  days  in  the 
l95us  at  Public  School.  13  in  New 
York  City,  when  policy  allowed 
pupils  like  him  to  be  dismissed 
from  school  early  each  day  to 
receive  religious  instruction  at 
nearby  churches.  He  lamented  how

Church  Builder 

Matthew  16:13-19;  Ephesians  2:17-22 
By  Patsy  Foster _ 


One  night  as  my  Mother  was 
praying  for  a  lost  loved  one,  the 
word,  v'Barjona,"  came  to  her 
mind.  She  thought  it  strange 
that  it  should  appear  in  the 
middle  of  her  prayer  so  she  got 
her  Bible  and  looked  it  up.  It  is 
found  in  Matthew  16  after  Jesus 
asked  his  disciples,  who  do  you 
say  that  I  am,  and  Peter 
answered,  "You  are  the  Christ, 
the  Son  of  the  Living  God." 
Jesus  responded,  "Blessed  are 
you,  Simon  Barjona,  for  flesh 
and  blood  has  not  reveajed  this 
to  you,  but  My  Father  who  is  in 
Heaven."  God  very  clearly 
spoke  to  my  Mother's  heart  to 
pray  that  the  Father  would 
reveal  Jesus  to  the  loved  one 
she  was  praying  for. 

Not  all,  however,  have 
received  the  revelation  that 


Jesus  is  the  Son  of 
God.  In  our  Gospel- 
saturated  nation,  the 
debate  still  rages  over 
who  He  is. 
Documentaries  are 
filmed  from  almost 
point  of  view,  and  still  the 
question  remains  unanswered 
by  many.  Who  is  this  Jesus? 
Peter's  confession  must  have 
gladdened  His  heart,  for  Jesus 
said  to  him,  "Thou  art  Peter, 
and  upon  this  rock  I  will  build 
my  church;  and  the  gales  of 
hell  shall  not  prevail  against 
it'"  (verse  18).  Matthew 
Henry  said  in  his  commentary 
that  Christ  had  named  him 
Peter  because  of  his  stability 
or  firmness  in  professing  the 
truth  and  that  "nothing  can  be 
more  wrong  than  to  suppose 
that  Christ  meant  the  person 
of  Peter  was  the  rock.  Without

every 


doubt  Christ  Himself 
is  the  Rock,  the  tried 
foundation  of  the 
church;  and  woe  to 
him  that  attempts  to 
lay  any  other!" 

Every  building  has 
a  builder  and  it's 
essential  that  the 
builder,  have  a  plan,  or 
else  how  will  the 
house  fit  together?  The 
had  a  plan  that  Jesus 
would  come  and  purchase  our 
peace  with  the  blood  of  His 
cross.  This  plan  gives  us 
access  to  God  by  His  Spirit. 
Now  we  are  no  longer 
strangers  to  God  and  alienat¬ 
ed  from  Him,  but  we're  fellow 
citizens  with  all  of  the  saints. 
We,  who  were  once  separated 
from  God  by  our  sins,  are  now 
accepted  in  the  beloved. 

As  the  builder  executes  his 
plan,  the  most  important  part  is 
laid  first  the  foundation.  It  is 
the  strength  of  the  building.  As 
children,  we  sang  about  the 
wise  man  who  built  his  house 
upon  the  rock,  and  his  house 
stood  firm  when  the  rains  and 


floods  came.  The  foolish  man, 
however,  built  his  house  upon 
the  sand.  The  rains  and  the 
floods  destroyed  his  house. 
Our  Foundation  has  never 
eroded  and  never  will. 
Ephesians  2:20  says  that  the 
church  is  built  on  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  the  apostles  and 
prophets,  Jesus  Christ  himself 
being  the  chief  comer  stone. 
Christ  is  building  the  structure 
of  His  church,  fitting  us  togeth¬ 
er  into  a  Holy  temple.  Just  as  a 
door  must  be  put  mto  a  struc¬ 
ture  to  be  useful,  so  we  need  to 
be  within  the  structure  of  a 
local  church  that  Christ  might 
develop  us.  Rick  Warren  writes, 
"For  the  organs  of  your  body  to 
fulfill  their  purpose,  they  must 
be  connected  to  your  body.  The 
same  is  true  for  Vou  as  a  part  of 
Christ's  Body.  The  church  is  so 
significant  that  Jesus  died  on 
the  cross  for  it."  Would  you  say 
to  Him,  "I  love  you,  Jesus,  but  I 
don't  like  your  church?"  May 
God  show  us  that  we  are  put 
together  in  the  church  of  the 
Living  God,  that  we  "may 
stand  fast  in  one  spirit,  with 


one  mind  striving  together  for 
the  faith  of  the  gospel" 
(Philippians  1:27). 

My  grandmother  loved  going 
to  cnurch  and  serving  God. 
When  she  was  confined  to  a 
nursing  home  because  of  a 
severe  stroke,  God  continued  to 
use  her,  even  though  she  could 
no  longer  speak  clearly.  Perhaps 
you  are  in  similar  circumstances 
and  are  no  longer  able  to  attend 
church  though  you  yearn  to. 
Please  realize  that  you  are  still  a 
part  of  the  church  and  that  you 
are  important  to  the  Lord  and 
His  work.  Perhaps  you  have 
extra  time  to  pray  for  your 
church,  for  revival  in  our  nation, 
or  for  the  families  in  your  neigh¬ 
borhood.  What  a  blessing  you 
could  be!  If  you're  one  who  is 
still  able  to  attend  church  ser¬ 
vices,  rejoice  and  be  faithful. 
Serve  the  Lord  with  gladness! 
Remember  you  are  a  part  of  a 
building  that  was  purchased  at  a 
very  high  cost,  a  building  that  is 
eternal  and  indestructible.
